HE fudlennefs of the death of Sir Theodofius Bongh- 
ton on Wedncfday the 30th of Auguit, joined with 
the confideration of his youth, ci# amitances, aud connec- 
tions, gave an immediote and geacral alarm to his neigh- 
bourhood. The extreme heat of the weather made it ad- 
vifeable for Captain Douellan ta give orders for the body to 
be fuldered up in’a leaden collin on the Friday morning. Oa 
the Saturday Sir Wm. Wheeler (the late Baronet’s guardian ) 
was called upon to order an enquiry into the circumfances 
of his death, as bis ucigbhours, from particulars which had 
‘ trantpired, were of aicien that all had not beew fairly and 
honourably done. Thefe reports were communicated by 
letter from Sir W. Wheeler to Captain Donellan, requinng 
him, at the fame time, in order to vindicate the family at 
Lawford Hall from fuch foul afperfions. to call in Dr Rat- 
tray and Mr Wilmer from Coventry to infpect and open the 
body, and make their report, defiring him to thew them the 
letter explanatory of the occafion of making this requeft. 
The Captain happening to omit the circumitance of fhewing 
the letter, the gentlemen of the faculty who met on the 
Monday following, found the body, upon unfoldering the 
coffin, in a ftate fo highly putrid and offentive, that they de- 
»  elared the making an incifion would be attended with the 
ut danger, and, hearing no mention of fufpicion of un- 
fair play, took their leave. The jealoufy of the neighbour- 
hood increafiag, Sir William Wheeler was informed, that Mr 
Backnil; furgeon at Rugby, had declared that, if properly 
called upon, he fhould not be afraid to open the body ia 
“whatever fate it might be. Sir William gave directions, 
that he, in the prefeace of his own furgeon, Mr Snow of 
Southam, thould open the body, previous to its interment 
on the Wednefday following. nlortaaately thefe gentle- 
men did not come to Lawford Hall at the fame time ; and, 
not being impowered to aét feparately, were difmiffed, and 
the body depofited that evening in Newbold church, in the 
vault with thofe of a long train of anceitors. Provoked at 
thefe repeated difappointments, the country demanded a 
Coroner’s inqueft. And accordingly, on the Saturdzy 
morning following, by orders from the jarymen aflembled, 
the body was taken from the vault, and being placed in the 
church-yard, the coffin was once more unfoldered. ‘The 
lower part of the body appeared fair and fpotlefs, but the 
head and region of the flomach blacker than the darkett-co-

the prefence of feveral hundred fpectators drawn together 
upon an ozeafion awfully interefting. After due examina- 
tion of the flomach and vifcera, the gentlemen of the facul- 
Dr Rattray, Phyfician, Coventry.
